SOCIETY EL ECTS GEORGE 
C. D I X O N AS PRESIDENT 
if 


George C. Dix on is the new president of the Lee Cou nty His­ 
torical society , hav ing been elected at last ev ening's meeting of the 
organization at the Lov eland Commu nity Hou se. 
Other officers 
named were: Vice-president, Mrs. B. C. Pollock; secretary . Mrs. 
Frances Coe; treasu rer, Mrs. Beatrice Lanphier. 
Mrs. Hazel Thomp­ 
son, Mrs. E E. Wingert, and Mrs. Follock are to compose the pro­ 
gram committee. 
L. W. Miller was the ev ening's speaker, selecting “Dix on Col­ 
lege" as his su bject. 
“The early log school hou ses were the light­ 
hou ses of American liberty ," Mr. 
Miller stated. “They maintained a 
social, mental and moral standard 
that made for a sou nd and whole­ 
some American citizenship.’’ 
Early schools were classified by 
readers, the Dix on edu cator told 
his 
listeners. 
There 
were 
no 
grades, ex aminations, report cards 
or gradu ations. 
The academy or 
seminary was the stepping stone 
to from grade 
to 
higher school, 
where algebra 
was tau ght. 
At 
these were schools whore tu ition 
was charged, 
they 
disappeared 
with the 
adv ent of 
free 
high 
schools. 
As early as 18 55, Dix on began 
to earn her repu tation as a cen­ 
ter of edu cation, Mr. Miller said. 
The popu lation of the v illage was 
then bu t 3.054. 
On Ju ly 4. 18 55. the cornerstone 
of the 
Collegiate 
institu te 
was 
laid. The citizens gav e the grou nd, 
and a fiv e-story brick * stru ctu re 
was bu ilt on Second street at the 
top of the hill, where there was a 
beau tifu l v iew of the Rock riv er. 
It was incorporated in 18 57 . 
In 18 8 1, Dix on college 
erected 
new bu ildings on fou r city blocks. 
It opened with an enrollment of 50 
stu dents. (Three members of the 
first class were 
present last ev e­ 
ning, Mr. Wingert, 
Miss Swarts, 
and Mr. Rodesch). 
In its first decade of ex istence, 
more than 1,000 stu dents were en­ 
rolled. and 
the college employ ed 
30 teachers. Widely adv ertised as 
a 
co-edu cational, 
non-sectarian, 
Christian 
college, 
it became the 
best-known edu cational 
institu ­ 
tion of its kind in the middlewest. 
A dormitory room 
cou ld be had 
for thirty cents a week; 
twenty 
cents when paid by the 
y ear in 
connection with board atx ! tu ition. 
A stu dent cou ld enter at any 
t ine: there was no requ irement 
for prev iou s preparation. Classes 
were held from 7 :30 a rn, to 6 p. 
rn. 
Penmanship was mandatory 
for all stu dents. 
Mu ch time was 
dev oted to indiv idu al instru ction, 
and stu dents were 
adv anced ac­ 
cording to their ability . 
There 
were literary societies, 
debating societies, 
and 
a Y. M. 
C. A ; and daily 20-minu te chapel 
periods. 
The 
college 
grou nds 
boasted 
tennis 
cou rts, a 
drill 
grou nd for 
military grou ps, and 
beth baseball and 
football were 
encou raged. 
Mr. Miller display ed the gav e! 
which is u sed by the reu nion grou p 
each y ear. Its handle is made from 
the threshold of the entrance 
to 
the woman’s dining hall; its bar­ 
rel, from 
the top of the newel 
post. 
In the informal discu ssion which 
followed Mr, Miller’s talk, sev eral 
members told of the thorou ghness 
of the class work they had receiv ­ 
ed at Dix on college, whose doors 
were closed in 19 14. largely du e to 
the fact 
that 
a State 
Normal 
school had opened at DeKalb. 
Mrs. Lanphier presided last ev e­ 
ning. Annou ncement was made of 
the annu al spring meeting of the 
Illinois 
State 
Historical society , 
to be held at Galena on Satu rday , 
May 16.

“They hav e their eyes cm the sea and the sky, 
looking for help that is coming. 
We must send 
them help quickly.

hearts and say we are doing our full measure to 
see that America does not let them down ? 
The man is Joseph E. Dav ies, former ambassa­ 
dor to Russia and author of the best-selling “Mis­ 
sion to Moscow.”

The product 
is of such good quality it does not

refining, 
but

pumped direct into the tanks of 
diesel warships. 
Thus the Japs hav e acquired 
in four months what their axis 
ally the nazis hav e sought in v ain 
for 2 12 years, 
the 
indispensible 
wherewithal for permanent mili­ 
tary power. 
No way 
is yet 
apparent

which the Japs could transport oil 
to the beseiged Hitler, but if a 
way dev elops this 
summer, the

Likewise, it is so close to Calcut­ 
ta, Jap bombing of that industrial 
area would be easy.

since then. Sightseeing? 
If they 
destroyed the defenses 
of Corre­ 
gidor a week ago today, why ate 
they not in there now? 
Why did 
they not capture the defenseless 
fort ? 
On 
three 
prev ious occasions 
they hav e claimed “destruction of 
Corregidor a batteries “. 
but ap­ 
parently were nev er satisfied be­ 
cause they 
hav e 
always come 
back to destroy them again. 
The same Tokyo broadcast con­ 
cluded: 
“Successful land operations on 
Bataan encountered 
only 
small 
enemv forces”. 
Only one thing was wrong with 
that. ‘ Thpy left off the “un” be­ 
fore thp “successful’.

our frontiers, due to the increased 
facilities of transportation, the op­ 
portunities to see 
and know real 
W ilderness on this sentim ent have 
become increasing ly difficult. 
As wilderness 
approaches 
the 
status of rarity, for th* first time 
in our history, 
we 
se* it 
not as 
som ething to be feared 
and sub­ 
dued, not as an encumbrance to 
the advance of civilization in a 
new country, 
but instead 
as an 
asset which is distinctly cultural 
and plays 
no small 
part 
in the 
.spiritual welfare of the people. 
The g reater part of the old w il­ 
derness is 
gone, but during the 
three centuries we foug ht to sub­ 
due it, som ehow we absorbed its 
influence. 
Now as the conquering 
invaders we are, w® begin to feel 
Hie need of these very elem ents 
which a short tune ago, we fought 
to eradicate. 
That 
w ilderness left its 
mark 
upon us as a people and now that 
we have succeeded 
in surround­ 
ing ourselves with a com plex ity of 
new and often unnatural habits of 
having, wa actually find ourselves 
long ing for th® old stim ulus which 
only the present 
of the wild un­ 
known could give. 
All do not fee) this need, for all 
do not have the sam e inheritance 
of pioneering blood and there are 
many who are perfectly 
content 
with life as they find it, content 
to enjoy 
from a 
distance

wilderness that w as once a part of 
American life. 
They are the 
picnickers 
and 
stroller® and for them everywhere 
are the hig hw ays, well 
gravelled 
trails and country

far contact wnth the wild. 
But there is also another breed

Personal Ex periences 
I probably was lucky to g et out 
with nothing more serious than « 
broken hand, suffered while div ing 
into a fox hole to escape strag ing 
planes, and a few small scars—the 
result of being blown of a dock at 
Correg idor by a shell. 
A stick of six bombs which ex ­ 
ploded about 50 yards away while 
I was v isiting some marine bud­ 
dies in their trench at Correg idor 
also left me with one deaf ear— 
but it was partly bad before that.

most effectiv e 
way s 
to prev ent 
cattle coccidiosis in Illinois herds, 
according to animal pathologists 
of the Univ ersity of Illinois 
Col* 
lege of Agriculture. 
Protecting b eef and dairy calv es 
from disease is especially impor­ 
tant 
now that 
more meat and 
milk are needed for wartime food, 
the pathologists stressed. 
They ex plained 
that coccidiosis 
is caused b y a parasite that get* 
into the intestines. Sy mptoms ar* 
sev ere irritation, b loody scours or 
diarrhea. 
Infected animals 
hav e 
poor appetites, b ecome weak 
and 
thin and stand 
with their 
b acks 
arched and their 
sides tucked in. 
In sev ere cases death follow* three 
or four day s after the appearance 
of sy mptoms, and pneumonia oft­ 
en dev elops 
when resistance 
of 
the animals is lowered. 
Calv es one to three 
months 
of 
age kept 
in 
crowded stalls are 
commonly affected 
b ecause dis­ 
ease germs are spread b y manure 
from infected animals. The p ara­ 
sites, howev er, must develop in the 
manure for two to six day s b efore 
they can infect 
other 
animals. 
Hence daily , 
remov al of manure 
and use of clean b edding are p ar­ 
ticularly 
effectiv e in prev enting 
serious outb reaks. 
When possib le, calv es should b e 
isolated in indiv idual 
b ox stalls. 
When 
this 
isn’t 
practical, th* 
pathologists recommend 
sep ara­ 
tion into three age groups: 
new­ 
b orn calv es 
up to three 
week*, 
calv es three 
to six creeks of age 
and calv es 
six 
weeks 
to 
three 
months of age. 
A strong solution of ly e applied 
to floors and walls with a stiff 
b rush helps 
to kill 
Infection al­ 
ready present. 
When the disease 
appears in b eef y earlings confined 
in a wet, muddy feedlot at the end 
of the grazing 
season, frequent 
changes of feedlot site and remov ­ 
al and isolation 
of sick animals 
are ab out the only practical meas­ 
ures that can b e taken.

the ability an d willin g n ess to do 
han d w’ork of a pain stakin g n a­ 
tu re. 
Abov e all, it requ ires the 
persev eran ce to keep on workin g 
throu g hou t the 
en tire 
g rowin g 
season .” 
Before u n dertakin g 
a 
g arden 
project, Somers recommen ds con ­ 
sideration of “the man , the lan d, 
the tools an d the seed. 
“Not all men are tempermen - 
tally fitted to be g arden ers. 
The 
n ecessary details of plan n in g , the 
slow an d pain stakin g han d labor 
requ ired an d the en dless details 
that mu st be con sidered first irk 
an d an n oy an d then discou rag e 
them. 
“In g arden in g , rapid an d u n in ­ 
terru pted g rowth is n ecessary for 
hig h qu ality produ ction . 
It fol­ 
lows, then , 
that 
g arden in g re­ 
qu ires soil of a hig her deg ree of 
produ ctiv ity than does the g row­ 
in g of field crops. 
On ly soils in 
the u pper ran g e of fertility shou ld 
be con sidered. 
Moreov er, the soil 
mu st be well drain ed, at least 
six hou rs of direct su n lig ht. 
“Plowin g , diskin g an d harrow­ 
in g are n ecessary for the prepara­ 
tion of the seedbed if the g arden 
is of con siderable size. 
In small 
g arden s, spadin g may be su bsti­ 
tu ted for plowin g , diskin g an d 
harrowin g . 
In an y ev en t, 
the 
g arden er will n eed a trowel, dib­ 
ber, hoe, rake, spadin g fork an d 
spade before he 
can 
start to 
make a g arden . 
“While n ot critical, the seed 
su pply of the n ation is su ch that 
wastag e can n ot be con don ed. Un ­ 
less there is reason able ex pecta­ 
tion that the g arden will be cared 
for throu g hou t the season an d 
will y ield at least a moderate har­ 
v est, it shou ld n ot be rlan ted,”

n ois Colleg e of Ag riculture. 
Howev er, this readin ess did n ot 
come abou t mag ically an d withou t 
effort, he poin ted ou t. 
Farmers, 
cou n ty farm adv isers an d the ex ­ 
ten sion serv ice 
of the Colleg e of 
Ag ricu ltu re, with the cooperation 
of farm org an ization s, 
railroads, 
limeston e an d phosphate compan ­ 
ies an d other ag en cies, hav e been 
workin g toward a lon g -time con ­ 
serv ation prog ram for the past 35 
y ears, he added. 
Fortu n ately , preparation s for ef­ 
ficien t food produ ction were start­ 
ed in Illin ois 
shortly 
after 1900 
throu g h 
a 
prog ram of soil Im­ 
prov emen t kn own 
as the Illin ois 
sy stem of perman en t soil fertility . 


The u se of limeston e to sweeten 
acid or sou r soils 
so that g ood 
crops of leg u mes can 
be g rown 
was lon g ag o 
recog n ized as the 
key to a sou n d soil improv emen t 
an d erosion con trol prog ram. 
In 
addition to their importan ce in 
con serv in g 
soils, 
leg u mes hav e 
been con sidered essen tial on liv e­ 
stock farm s 
in order 
to su pply 
cheap, hig hly -qu ality feed. 
As a resu lt 
of this lon g -time 
soil improv emen t prog ram, thou s­ 
an ds of Illin ois farm ers are n ow 
in a position to do their share in 
the produ ction 
of n eeded 
food, 
feed an d fiber. That they hav e al­ 
ready made worth-while prog ress 
toward improv in g an d con serv in g 
their soil resou rces is shown by a 
recen t su rv ey of 18 2,000 farm ers 
in 8 7 cou n ties. The su rv ey showed 
that 8 8 .000 of these farmers hav e 
limed 4,5 00,000 acres of acid lan d 
so that clov ers an d alfalfa can be 
g rown for soil 
improv emen t an d 
for feed.

withou t clov ers has seriou sly low­ 
ered the stock of org an ic m atter, 
n itrog en , lime

food elemen ts . 
Misu se of lan d has resu lted in 
g radu al decreasin g crop y ields on 
both lev el an d rollin g lan d.
